STEP 4: Confirm that the paper is feeding correctly by pressing the ON/ADVANCE 
switch. Check thai the paper feeds smoothly, evenly, and remains properly centered within 
the thermal head area. See Figure 4 When you are satisfied that the threading is correct. 
the excess paper may be removed by using the built-in paper tearing edge
